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REMBRANDT AND PHILOSOPHY. 

Rembrandt was a master portrait painter 
Anyone who saw his group of pictures which 
were recentiy on exhibitice at the Art Museum 
will mot doubt thie. The pertrayal of Democ- 
riftus and Heraciitus pondering the solution 
of the ontological problem possessed uniim- 
ited artistic merit. Dut even as high an esthetic 
value as this does mot give an artist the privri- 
lege of misleading his admirers as to the facts 
presented. 

The setting consisted of the two old philese- 
phers bending pensively over a sphere repre- 
senting the world nicely poised on its axis at 
an angie of 23% percent!
